Answering their first fire alarm In 
j 48 days, the members of the G et- 
j tysburg fire com pany this morning 
i extinguished a blaze at the borough 
garage and storage shed in Race 
Horse alley between North W ash­ 
ington and Carlisle streets. 
The 
fire caused dam age 
estimated at 
about $500. 
Tar road-patching material being 
heated in a drum over an open fire 
along the east side of the structure 
boiled over and poured down the 
sides of the drum Into the fire be­ 
neath. 


Tile contents of the drum burst 
Into flame that licked the sides of 
the shed. 
Before three borough 
workmen, who were Inside the build­ 
ing, had discovered the fire, it had 
spread to the building and the side- 
I lid tide walls weiT ablaze 
The fire started 
about 11:15 o’clock this morning. 
Clyde Easley, colored. Edward Ru- 
benstlne. Nelson Shank and Ray­ 
mond Staley, borough highway de­ 
partment employes, 
attempted 
to 
smother the flames with a largo 
piece of burlap kept on hand for 
th a t use. 
Staley ran to the Blue 
P arro t 
tea 
room, 
Chambersburg 
stree t where he sent the alarm to 
the fire company. 
2 Water Lines Used 
W hen 
th e 
firemen arrived 
the 
flam es had clim bed to the sides and 
roofs of tw o large stone elevator 
sh afts above 
the

building. W ater was thrown on the 
fire from the em ergency tank on 
the Ford truck while the Boyd and 
Brockway pumpers were placed in 
use at fire plugs on North W ash­ 
ington and Carlisle streets.

extinguished.

Growers of Adams, Franklin 
And Cumberland Counties 
Lead Movement. 


Apple growers in the commercial 
district of Pennsylvania, comprising j 
Adams, Franklin and Cumberland 
counties, are taking the lead in the 
sign-up cam paign of Appalachian j 
Apples, Incorporated, the co-opera- 
^ve group now organizing to give 
world advertising to Shenandoah- I 
Cumberland-Piedmont apples. 
Appalachian Apples, Incorporated,1 
was organized by the state horticul- i 
tural 
societies 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Virginia and West Vir­ 
ginia as a result of evidence piling 
up for several years past that the 
advertising 
programs 
of 
oranges, 
grapefruit, bananas, pineapples and 
other fruits were Increasing the sale j 
of these fruits at the expense? of ap­ 
ple sales, 
Tile department of agriculture re­ 
cently reported consumption of ap­ 
ples in the United States, per per­ 
son, has decreased 24 per cent in 
the nine years since 1927. 
Growers 
know from the prices they received , 
and the slow' demand grocers re- j 
ported in the past several years for 
apples, that something like this was 
happening. 


Appalachian Apples, Incorporated, 
is the four states’ answer to this 
problem. Tile judgment of the offi­ 
cial families of the growers' societies 
was that, because of past disap­ 
pointing experiences in advertising 
progress should be made slowly. The 
membership fee for the first year 
was set at one-half cent a bushel 
on all sales of apples of United 
States Utility grade or better, packed 
or unpacked. 
Since the beginning it has been 
the idea of Appalachian Apples to 
build up a solid regional agency and 
from that to work toward national 
advertising of apples; a goal which 
experience has shown must be un­ 
dertaken cautiously and on a basis 
of sectional organizations. 
t arry on Campaign Now 
Late reports of the sign-up cam­ 
paign now being carried on among 
growers of the four .states through 
the 
state 
horticultural 
societies 
showed subscriptions on a basis of 
five million bushels. Officials of the 
corporation desire a minimum of 
$40,000 for the work of increasing 
the public’s interest in and the de­ 
mand for apples from this belt. 
Pennsylvania 
growers 
have 
led 
throughout in the advertising pro­ 
gram. and expect to have the larg­ 
est sign-up (well over two million 
bushels) of any of the four states. 
Keystone state growers have set up 
the “ Pennsylvania division of Appa^ 
lachian 
Apples, Incorporated.” 
to 
carry on the sign-up campaign and 
handle the funds.
